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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Species I, Figure 2 read on claims 1-3 and 1 1-15 in the reply filed 
on 1/12/2009 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election 
without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 4-10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected Species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1/12/2009. 

Priority 

3. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: METHOD AND APPRATUS FOR SIGNAL 
PROCESSING WHICH APPLIES RECONSTRUCTION FILTER TO AN ARRAY OF 
PIXELS, COMPUTER PROGRAM PRODUCT, COMPUTING SYSTEM AND CAMERA.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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8. Claims 11, 12, 14, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Since claim 1 1 is an improper hybrid claim calling for both an apparatus and the method 
step of using the apparatus, claim 1 1 is indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. See 
MPEP 217.05 (p). As both an apparatus and method are claimed in the same claim, it is vague 
and confusing as to what the meets and bounds of the claim set forth. 

Claims 12, 15 are rejected as being dependent from claim 11. 

Claim 14 is vague and indefinite because it is not clear that the computing system and/or 
semiconductor device execute or store the computer program. 

Claim 15 is vague and indefinite because it is not clear that the limitation "an image 
sensor" in claim 15 is the same limitation "image sensor" in claim 1 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

9. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

10. Claims 11, 12, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to neither a "process" nor a "machine," but rather embraces or overlaps two different 
statutory classes of invention. See MPEP 2173.05(p). 
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Double Patenting 

1 1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent cither is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

12. Claims 1-2, 1 1-12, 13 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1,9, 15 of copending 
Application No. 10/5 19,060. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because of the following reasons. 

Regarding application claim 1, application claim 1 is an obvious variant and 
encompassed by claims 1 and 9 of copending application ('060). 



Regarding application claim 2, application claim 2 is an obvious variant and 
encompassed by claims 1 and 9 of copending application ('060). 
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Regarding application claim 11, application claim 1 1 is an obvious variant and 
encompassed by claims 1 and 9 of copending application ('060). 

Regarding application claim 12, application claim 12 is an obvious variant and 
encompassed by claims 1 and 9 of copending application ('060). 

Regarding application claim 13, application claim 13 is an obvious variant and 
encompassed by claim 15 of copending application ('060). 

This is a provisional obviousncss-typc double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 

14. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Bishay et al. (US 6,507,364) discloses edge-dependent interpolation method for color 
reconstruction in image processing devices. 

Neter (US 6,888,568) discloses method and apparatus for controlling pixel sensor 
elements.

Endo et al. (US 2002/0025069) discloses signal processing apparatus and method for 
reducing generation of false color by adaptive luminance interpolation.
